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(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To efficiently promote user registrationespeciallywhen 
the trend of a user is required to be grasped concerning the user who does not 
conduct user registration at the beginning of installation. 

SOLUTION: When a program is installed in a client computerit is reported from a 
client to an information managing server and information for specifying the client is 
recorded in a register information recording part. When user register information is 
requirednon-registered client is retrieved through the use of the registration 
existence judging means of the information managing server and an indication is 
transmitted to the non-registered client to urge him or her to perform registering.

[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1]A client characterized by comprising the following and an information- 
pictures managing server are providedand it is this client. 
The 1st management domain it is a user registration promoting system using 
information pictures which made pertinent information which specifies processing 



peculiar at least as picture information one handling unitand (a) this client 
accesses information currently recorded on a specific serverand displays the 
information. 

When pictures displayed on the 1st management domain are information 
picturesthese information pictures are recorded by an operator's operationand it 
can displayThe 2nd management domain that notifies to an information-pictures 
managing server in the case of record of these information pictures while being 
able to receive renewal of information pictures which could perform peculiar 
processing concerning pertinent information which an operator specified by making 
displayed information pictures into a keyand were this recorded from an 
information-pictures managing server. 

A registration information storage part which possesses and records registration 
information about the 2nd management domain [ in / in (b) information-pictures 
managing server / a client ]. 

An information-pictures updating section which updates the 2nd management 
domain about a client of 1 with information pictures including pertinent information 
which promotes registration to this client when information beforehand provided in 
this registration information storage part is not included. 

[Claim 2]Information pictures which made pertinent information which specifies 
peculiar processing as picture information at least one handling unit can be 
recorded and displayedPeculiar processing which relates to pertinent information 
by making displayed information pictures into a key can be performedAnd an 
information-pictures managing server characterized by having information pictures 
including pertinent information which promotes user registration to a client 
possessing a management domain which can receive renewal of this recorded 
information pictures from an information-pictures managing serverand making it 
make these information pictures add or update. 

[Claim 3]A recording medium of an information-pictures management server 
program which recorded a program carries out a computer and it was made to 
operate as the information-pictures managing server according to claim 2. 
[Claim 4]A registration existence discriminating means which distinguishes 
existence of registration of this User Information about User Information which 
was installed in a client computerand which is urged to an input for every 
programBy this registration existence discriminating means with a registration 
information storage part which records information which specifies a client by the 
notice given when a program is installed in a client computer. An information 
management server sending out directions to which registration is urged to this 
client when it distinguishes that it is unregistered about a client recorded on this 
registration information storage part. 

[Claim 5]A recording medium of an information management program which 
recorded a program carries out a computer and it was made to operate as the 
information management server according to claim 4. 
[Claim 6]When it is a client computer with which it is connected with an 



information management server via a networkand a program is installed and 
directions to which registration is urged are received from this information 
management serverA client computer urging information inputting and sending out 
inputted information to an information management server to a user. 
[Claim 7]A recording medium of a client program which recorded a program carries 
out a computer and it was made to operate as the client computer according to 
claim 6. 



DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention]The invention indicated in this application relates to the 
system etc. to which what is called user registration is urged mainly to 
operatorssuch as a personal computer. 

[0002]It is related with the system etc. which perform derivation to the page which 
can do user registration simply [ a user ] etc. by controlling these information 
pictures from the server side via the information pictures which made pertinent 
information which specifies processing peculiar at least as picture information in 
detail one handling unit. 
[0003] 

[Description of the Prior Art]When distributing a new computer program to a user 
recentlythere are many cases where it is made to register as a user for a 
subsequent maintenance etc. 

[0004]The mode of user registration is roughly divided and three techniques are 
taken. 

[0005]Firstafter one attached mailsuch as a postcardto software goodsit made the 
user's information write down in this and making this sendthere is the technique of 
inputting the filled— in information into a computer. 

[0006]After installing software goods in a computer using WEBthe install program 
connects with a specific user management computerthe registration page by html 
is displayedan input is demanded from a user from hereand there is the technique 
of registering User Information. 

[0007]And furtherafter installing software goods in a computerthe install program 
to a user. He is urged to make a user's information fill in and there is the 
technique of sending the information inputted here to a user management 
computer with mail or the technique of a client server model. 
[0008] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] Howeverunless the program (or utility) 
for a user's registration in behind is started when a user does not register at this 
time although the cause to urge registration to the time of installation to a user is 
provided even if it adopts which technique of the abovethere is no opportunity of 
user registration. For this reasonto those who presuppose that he would like to 



grasp especially a user's trendthere were many things for which satisfactory 

information is not acquired. 

[0009] 

[Means for Solving the Problem]The invention in this application is considered in a 
background which was indicated to an aforementioned problemand aims at 
opportunity acquisition of efficient user registration in which the network feature 
was employed efficiently by taking the following means. 

[0010]When using a term following "information pictures" Becominginformation 
which made pertinent information which specifies processing peculiar at least as 
picture information one handling unit is meant. Although concrete contents are 
explained in detail in an embodiment of the inventionit comments on information 
pictures and picture information being clearly different concepts. 
[001 1](1. Invention concerning claim 1) An invention indicated to claim 1 1n 
[ provide a client and an information-pictures managing server and ] this clientAre 
information pictures which made pertinent information which specifies processing 
peculiar at least as picture information one handling unit a picture information 
utilization system to be usedand a clientProviding [ and ] the 1st management 
domain and the 2nd management domainan information-pictures managing server 
starts a user registration promoting system possessing an information-pictures 
updating section. 

[0012]By the wayin a user registration promoting system concerning this invention 
with "user registration." "User registration" which is installed again and which 
says independent information for every programsays Lycium chinense to a 
situation where computers other than this client are manageableand is said in this 
specification follows this definition for every client computer. After installing a 
specific program for exampleregistration of a user name aiming at a notice of 
upgrade of this programan E-Mail addressetc.etc. are included in user registration. 
Of courseuser registration does not only remain in a thing aiming at management 
of a programbut even if a user's name etc. are not included even if it is 
registration for investigating a user's consumption trend etc.etc. andit is "user 
registration which corresponds to the above-mentioned definition about"and it is 
the target of this invention. 

[0013]By this inventiona client computer acts so that a user may function as a 
plat form using a program and may perform a program to install. 
[0014]Internet Explorer by for exampleMicrosoft Corp. to which the 1st 
management domain is called what is called a browserNetscape Communications 
Netscape Navigatoretc.lt is a field which can refer to information which other computers 
connected by a network provideand it acts so that information with which a 
computer provides an operator of a client computer visually may be shown. 
[001 5]It acts so that peculiar processing concerning pertinent information which 
displays this and displayed information pictures have may be performedwhile 
recording the information pictureswhen there is [ operation of directing record of 
information pictures displayed on the 1st management domain ] the 2nd 
management domain. While being able to receive renewal of this recorded 



information pictures from an information-pictures managing serverin the case of 
record of these information picturesit acts so that it may notify to an information- 
pictures managing server. 

[0016](2. Invention concerning claim 2) The invention according to claim 2 relates 
to an information-pictures managing server characterized by making it make the 
2nd management domain update with information pictures including pertinent 
information which promotes user registration to a client which can operate 
information pictures. 

[0017]By a clientdisplay a management domain to a user and through this field 
here about information pictures. It acts so that processing concerning pertinent 
information which records and displays this and the information pictures have by 
operation may be performed and it may update with the directions from an 
information-pictures managing server about the information pictures. 
[0018]And it acts as a window which indicates that a display of a management 
domain had the notice from an information-pictures managing server to a user. A 
display of information pictures acts so that a user may be made to perceive that 
there was a notice from an information-pictures managing server. It acts so that 
operation of a client required in order to make processing concerning pertinent 
information register for a user as a user may be caused. It acts so that it may act 
as a user and may make it perceive that updating operation had the notice to 
which information pictures urge user registration from an information-pictures 
managing server. 

[0019](3. Invention concerning claim 4) The invention according to claim 4 
provides an information management server sending out directions to which 
registration is urgedwhen a registration existence discriminating means which 
distinguishes existence of registration of User Informationand this registration 
existence discriminating means distinguish that it is unregistered. 
[0020]Hereit functions as distinguishing whether a registration existence 
discriminating means registered as a userwhen a user installed a program. 
Directions to which registration is urged act so that user registration may be again 
demanded from a user of the client computer at a suitable stage after installation 
of the program. 

[0021 ](4. Invention concerning claim 6) An invention concerning claim 6It is related 
with a client computer which answers registration instruction of the information 
management server according to claim 4and this client computer answers 
registration instructiona suitable input for a user is urged to itand it acts so that 
information which a user inputted there may be sent out to an information 
management server. 

[0022](5. Other claimed inventions) Other claimed inventions were summarized 

into drawing 15 .

[Embodiment of the Invention]The embodiment concerning the invention in this 
application is described using drawing 1 thru/or drawing 14 . 

[0024](1. The 1st embodiment of the invention) A 1st embodiment of this invention 



is described first. About this embodimentit is made to carry out this invention 
using "information pictures." 

[0025](1.1. Information pictures) "Information pictures" is explained in full detail 
first. Information pictures mean the information which made pertinent information 
which specifies peculiar processing as picture information at least one handling 
unit as aforementioned. And in what is called browser softwaresuch as Netscape 
Communications Netscape Navigator and Internet Explorer by Microsoft Corp.If 
these information pictures are referred toalthough a picture will be indicated based 
on the picture informationit is dealt with so that it may not be referred to for the 
pertinent information. 

[0026](1.1.1. Pertinent information) Pertinent information is explained first. 
[0027]Pertinent information is information which makes the operator of a client 
recognize a picture visually and serves as the foundation of that operation in the 
case of carrying out specific operation to a key in this picture. That ispertinent 
information is information related with picture informationfor examplethe 
informationincluding URLan IP addressetc.which specifies the information hits this 
to refer to the information which the operator of a client has at a specific server. 
When the specific program wants to operateit does not matter as the program 
name or program itself. For exampleit can be considered as the directions 
information on acquiring new picture information from a server etc. 
[0028](1.1.2. Information pictures which include pertinent information with picture 
information) The information pictures which are the concepts used in common in 
this embodiment as well as the next and in which pertinent information was 
included are explained using drawing 7 thru/or drawing 8 . Hereas information made 
to includeit can be considered as the identifier for specifying pertinent information 
and its picture. 

[0029] Drawing 7 is the figure which illustrated the format of the information 
pictures which embedded pertinent information. 

[0030]Herepicture information has taken the picture of the GIF format for the 
example. GIF form may not be taken about a format but ** may also take JPG 
formPCX formetc. 

[0031]the start part 701 is the field provided in order to identify that this 
information is the picture information of GIF form — 'GIF' — a character string 
and its version are assigned. 

[0032]The color scheme table type image data 703 is image data by which the 
pixel was arranged in order of the right and a top to the bottom from the left. 
Herein the case of GIFit is coded using the LZW algorithm of a variable length 
code. 

[0033]The notes extension 705 includes the text data used as the graphic 
information in a GIF data stream. This can include now graphicsa manufacture 
authorized-personnel namethe notes about contents explanationor all the things of 
a class that are not data of control or graphics in addition to this. And this portion 
is disregarded in a general display. 

[0034]The end part 706 shows that this data stream was completedand means 



that other parameter information does not continue next. 

[0035]Information other than these is included in the start part 701702 between 
the color scheme table type image data 703and 704 between the color scheme 
table type image data 703 and the notes extensions 705. The information having 
contained the parameter which defines as an example the field of displays required 
for the picture which will draw from now onsuch as screen widthscreen heightand 
color resolutionis assigned. 

[0036]After the pertinent information 707 processes remaining as it is or 
encryption to the above-mentioned notes extension 705it will be arrangedand it 
will be settled as one picture information. 

[0037]Therebypertinent information and an identifier can be included now in the 
inside as a result by the picture information as a data stream. 
[0038]Although all of these explanation were performed in the GIF formatif 
recorded on picture information and the separated field in this wayit will not 
matter even if it is an image format of other format forms. 

[0039]Nextthe flush-type type to another picture information is explained using 
drawing 8 . 

[0040] Drawing 8 is the figure which illustrated another format of the picture 
information which embedded pertinent information. 

[0041]Herepicture information has taken the picture of the GIF format for the 
example. In this exampleit does not matter even if GIF form is not taken about a 
format but ** also takes JPG formPCX formetc. 

[0042]the start part 801 is the field provided in order to identify that this 
information is the picture information of GIF form as well as the above — 'GIF' — 
a character string and its version are assigned. 

[0043]Although the color scheme table type image data 803 is just going to 
arrange the right and the image data arranged in lower order from the top from the 
lefta pixelHerewhile preventing vision Kaminoseki ream information from 
recognizing visually as it is by making the picture information 807 and the 
pertinent information 808 intermingled in the form of a watermarkpicture 
information is carried out mixed 809 so that it may become what can be 
recognized visually as it is. Herethe information which did in this way and was 
carried out mixed 809 is coded using the LZW algorithm of a variable length code. 
[0044]The notes extension 805 includes the text data used as the graphic 
information in a GIF data stream. Although it is the field which is not needed in 
particular in this exampleif neededan information provider is able to use by free 
definition. 

[0045]The end part 806 shows that this data stream was completedand means 

that other parameter information does not continue next. 

[0046]Although all were performed in the GIF format also in this example of a 

pictureif recorded on picture information and the separated field in this wayit will 

not matter even if it is an image format of other format forms. 

[0047](1 .1 .3. Graphical image displayed on a display terminal) The example of the 

graphical image displayed on the client concerning an embodiment of the invention 



is explained using drawing 3 thru/or drawing 6 . Hereespecially the 2nd 
management domain of a client has the function to cause a certain operation 
based on the pertinent information which the above-mentioned information 
pictures haveand mentions it as an example of a suitable client to apply this 
invention. 

[0048](1. 1.3.1. Suitable example of a graphical image for a computer) FirstAs a 
display and an operation terminalWindows 9xWindows NTWindows 
2000Linuxetc.Since it is preferred to take look and feel as shown in drawing 3 
when the computer which supported OS in which graphical display is possible is 
usedthis is explained. 

[0049]The display screen 301 is a screen in the display built into the glasses with 
which a cathode-ray tube display surfacea TFT-liquid-crystal screenand a human 
body are equippedfor exampleetc.and it acts so that human being can grasp the 
information from display operation equipment visually. On this drawingalthough the 
boundary part of the display screen 301 serves as the outermost frame of that 
display devicethe frame concerned may be displayed into a display device. 
[0050]The one-touch window 304 is a window which displays the pictures (or it is 
[ picture informationsuch as a photographand the following ] the same) 305 and 
306 at leastand by the control means which the operator of the terminal of this 
information display device does not illustrate. When the picture 305 is specifiedone 
pertinent information is displayed at leastand a certain processing based on the 
information is started and there are more than onethese can be chosen and a 
certain processing based on the information can be started. Namelyon the display 
screen 301 this one-touch window 304It is acting considering the picture 305306 
as a special management domain (the 2nd management domain) for making 
operation specific as a key guidethe picture currently displayed in this field is 
made into a keyand the operator of a terminal can realize new operation now. 
When the mouse is equipped as a control means hereWhile making a pop up menu 
appear and displaying pertinent information here by right-clicking a mousewhen 
pertinent information consists of two or more informationit is preferred to make 
one of these pertinent information specify by left-click. 

[0051 ]The offer-ofHnformation window 302 is a frame which displays picture 303 
grade at least. By the control means which the operator of the terminal of this 
information display device does not illustratewhen the picture displayed in this 
frame is specifiedbased on this operationa new picture is added and registered in 
the one-touch window 304. 

[0052]Even if the picture added to the one-touch window 304 at this time is 
specifiedand may display the picture currently displayed in the offer-of- 
information window 302 as it is and changes it to other pictures if neededit is not 
cared about. It may be made to display the text 307 besides a picture etc. on the 
offer-of-information window 302. 

[0053]Namelyon the display screen 301 this offer-of-information window 302While 
displaying a picture etc. and giving the operator of a terminal interestit is acting as 
a management domain (the 1st management domain) led to the registration to the 



above-mentioned one-touch window 304 by carrying out operation in which the 
operator of a terminal specifies a picture. 

[0054]About the specific operation by the operator of a display and an operation 
terminalwhen the control means is equipped with pointing devicessuch as a 
mouselt is desirable to use a user interface technique called what is called drag 
and drop of specifying a picture to register with the pointermoving this on the 
one-touch frame 302and dropping here (308). Since the same operation Feer as 
other Windows programs can be obtainedfor example as the offer-of-information 
window 302 when Internet Explorer and Netscape Navigator are used if this user 
interface is usedit is advantageous. 

[0055](1 .1 .3.2. Another suitable example of a graphical image for a computer) A 
window as shown in drawing 4 thru/or drawing 5 can be used as another example 
of an interface again. 

[0056]The display screens 401 and 501 act so that human being can grasp visually 
the information from displayssuch as a screen in the display built into the glasses 
with which a cathode-ray tube display surfacea TFT-liquid-crystal screenand a 
human body are equippedfor example. 

[0057]An information display and the registration window 402 function as an 
interface which makes the display of a picture and the operation of registration 
which are obtained from an information provider give an operator. 
[0058]The offer-of-information tab 403 is an interface element which chooses the 
management domain provided in the field of an information display and the 
registration window 402and when this becomes activeit can display the picture 
sent by the information provider on the 1st management domain 405. And based 
on [ when the picture displayed here is specified by the control means which the 
operator of the terminal of this information display device does not illustrate ] this 
operationa new picture is added to the 2nd management domain displayed when 
the one-touch tab 404 becomes active. 

[0059]The one-touch tab 404 is an interface element which chooses the 
management domain provided in the field of an information display and the 
registration window 402When this is activatedthe 2nd management domain is 
displayedand the new picture concerning this can be displayed now in the 505 in 
the 2nd management domain about the picture in which registration was directed 
in the 1st management domain 405. And when the picture displayed here is 
specified by the control means which the operator of the terminal of this 
information display device does not illustrate. When one pertinent information is 
displayed at least based on this operationand a certain processing based on that 
information is started and there are more than onethese can be chosen and a 
certain processing based on that information can be started. Namelyon an 
information display and the registration window 502 this 2nd management domain 
505It is acting considering the picture 503504 as a management domain (the 2nd 
management domain) for making operation specific as a key guidethe picture 
currently displayed in this field is made into a keyand the operator of a terminal 
can realize new operation now. 



[0060] If this user interface is usedwhen the area of the display screen 401501 is 
small or the resolution of a screen is lowan information display and register 
operation can be completed by few viewing areasand it is advantageous. 
[0061](1. 1.3.3. Another suitable example of a graphical image for a digital television 
or PDA) NextSince it is preferred to take look and feel as shown in drawing 6 
when using information pictures to personal digital assistantssuch as a digital 
television and PDA (Personal Data AssistanceXhis is explained. 
[0062]The display screen 601 acts so that human being can grasp visually the 
information from displayssuch as a screen in the display built into the glasses with 
which a cathode-ray tube display surfacea TFT-liquid-crystal screenand a human 
body are equippedfor example. Hereon this drawingalthough the boundary part of 
the display screen 601 serves as the outermost frame of that display deviceit 
does not matter even if it displays and carries out the frame concerned in a 
display device. 

[0063]Are a frame which the one-touch frame 602 similarly functions as the 
above-mentioned one-touch windowand displays the picture 608 at leastand by 
the control means which the operator of the terminal of this information display 
device does not illustrate. When the picture 608 is specifiedone pertinent 
information is displayed at leastand a certain processing based on the information 
is started and there are more than onethese can be chosen and a certain 
processing based on the information can be started. Namelyon the display screen 
601 this one-touch frame 602It is acting considering the picture 608 as a special 
management domain for making operation specific as a key guidethe picture 
currently displayed in this field is made into a keyand the operator of a terminal 
can realize new operation now. 

[0064]Are a frame which the offer-of-information frame 603 similarly functions as 
the above-mentioned offer-of-information windowand displays the picture 605 and 
606 grades at leastand by the control means which the operator of the terminal of 
this information display device does not illustrate. When the picture displayed in 
this frame is specifiedbased on this operationa new picture is added to the one- 
touch frame 602. 

[0065]Even if the picture added at this time is specifiedand may display the 
picture currently displayed in the offer-of-information frame 603 as it is and 
changes it to other pictures if neededit is not cared about. It may be made to 
display the text 607 besides a picture etc. on the offer-of-information frame 603. 
[0066]Namelyon the display screen 601 this offer-of-information frame 603While 
displaying a picture etc. and giving the operator of a terminal interestit is acting as 
a special management domain (the 1st management domain) of leading to the 
registration to the above-mentioned one-touch frame 602 by carrying out 
operation in which the operator of a terminal specifies a picture. 
[0067]About the registration to the specific operation and the one-touch frame by 
an operator of a display and an operation terminalwhen the control means is 
equipped with pointing devicessuch as a mouseA picture to register a pointer into 
may be specified and a user interface technique called what is called drag and 



drop of making it moving onto the one-touch frame 602and dropping this may be 
used. 

[0068]For examplethe movie in digital broadcastingetc. are the frames which 
display contentsand the contents display surface 604 is a field used in order to 
display the information which the operator of a terminal wants to acquire. These 
contents include all the informationincluding the information not only on an 
animation etc. but a still picture and a teletextetc.that human being's vision is 
stimulated and transmitted. 

[0069](1 .1 .4. Communication between the 1st management domain and the 2nd 
management domain) Although pertinent information etc. will be communicated 
between the 1st management domain and the 2nd management domainin order to 
realize thisit will be based on communication between processes or between 
threads. Generally the realization technique can choose various things about 
communication between interprocess and a thread. For examplethe control section 
which controls two fields can communicate using common memory space and file. 
It is also possible to perform the data communications between the 1st 
management domain and the 2nd management domain by creating another new 
process and establishing communication based on COM art between this process. 
[0070](1.2. Composition and operation of a system concerning the 1st embodiment 
of the invention) 

(1.2.1. Composition of the system concerning the 1st embodiment of the invention) 
Whole system composition is explained about a 1st embodiment in this invention 
using drawing 1 below. 

[0071] It is constituted by the information-pictures offer server 101 the 
information-pictures managing server 102and the client 103each is connected to 
the network 106and this system is madeand operates. 

[0072](1 .2.1 .1 . Network 106) The network 106 acts so that transmission and 
reception of information can be performed in the meantimewhen the device 
connected to this establishes a session to the device made into the 
purposerespectively regardless of a cable and radio. For this reasonamong drawing 
Ithe network 106 is displayed so that it may be connected by one basic linebut 
like the Internettwo or more networks are connected via Gatewayand this may 
realize it. If it has come to be able to perform transmission and reception of 
information in the meantime when a session is establishedit will not matter even if 
direct continuation is not carried out to the basic line called what is called 
backbone also about the connection but it has also connected ** temporarily by 
PPP connection etc. 

[0073](1 .2.1 .2. Information-pictures offer server 101) The information-pictures 
offer server 101 is sent out to demand-information which answers the demand and 
has been recorded originwhen it is connected to the network 106 and an 
information service request occurs via a network. When information pictures are 
recorded especially on the inside and the providing request about these 
information pictures occurs via a networkthese information pictures are provided 
to a requiring agency. 



[0074](1.2.1.3. Information-pictures managing server 102) It is connected to the 
network 106 and the information-pictures managing server 102 has the 
registration information storage part 1 1 3the information-pictures updating section 
114and the registration existence discrimination section 115 in the inside at least. 
[0075]Firstthe composition of the registration information storage part 113 is 
explained. 

[0076]The registration information storage part 1 1 3 communicates between the 
clients connected with this server directly or indirectly so that communication was 
possible. Even if it is direct or a thing which carries out direct continuation of 
being indirect regardless of a cable and radio to the network 106hereWhether it 
connects via a buffer etc. or has inserted Gateway etc. as a networkit means that 
what is necessary is just a situation which can communicate mutually. 
[0077]And communication with the 2nd management domain 105 is especially 
performed also especially in a client computer. This is because what is called a 
client server model is built between the program and information-pictures 
managing server as which the 2nd management domain of a client is operated. 
[0078]The 2nd management domain of a client notifies to an information-pictures 
managing server at leastwhen installation of the program is carried out in a client 
computerbut. At this timea temporary identifier (ID) is createda client computer 
and a user are become final and conclusivethis is transmitted to a clientand the 
key of fundamental management is established. Henceforthin order to deliver and 
receive information between the 2nd management domain of a client computerit is 
made to realize based on this ID. 

[0079]As for informationat this timeit is desirable to take the form of a database 
as shown in drawing 10 in the registration information storage part 1 13and to be 
recorded on it. 

[0080]Hereclient ID1401 is the identifier assigned for every client computerand a 
different value will be taken if client computers differ. 

[0081]At the time of a registration date1402 records time with a notice to that 
effector the time on which the registration information storage part 103 recorded 
thatwhen the program as which the 2nd management domain is operated is 
installed on a client computer. About this information fieldit is not said [ in this 
invention operation and ] that it is indispensable. 

[0082]The E-mail address 1403 is an address of the E-mail which the operator of 
the client computer with which it was registered hasand The 2nd management 
domain of a client computerWhen communication between information-pictures 
managing servers cannot be performed for a certain reasonit can use to notify to 
the operator of the client computer. It is not said [ in this invention operation 
and ] about this information field that it is indispensable. 

[0083]The information 1404 on an address etc. is the field holding other above- 
mentioned informationThe side (what generally provided the program concerning 
the 2nd management domain) carried out in user registrationsuch as taste of the 
operator of its client computer besides an addresscan include now the information 
etc. which are interested about a user's action. In additionwhat is necessary is just 



to add required information suitably in addition to these fields. 
[0084]Nextthe information-pictures updating section 1 14 is explained. About the 
specific information pictures which the 2nd management domain of a specific 
client hasthe information-pictures updating section 114 updates this to another 
information picturesor information pictures can newly be sentand it can record and 
display this now. 

[0085]About creation of the session in the case of using Windows for OS. The 
inside of the MSDN site of Microsoft Corp. Especially http:. 

//www.asia. microsoft.com/japan/developer/library/vcsample/_sample_mfc_chatsrv 
r.htm and http://www.asia.microsoft.com/japan/. In 
developer/library/vcsample/_sample_mfc_chatter.htmit is detailed. 
[0086](1.2.1.4. Client 103) The client 103It is an information processorand the 
mode of the connection does not care about the personal computer connected to 
the network 106a digital televisionPDA (information terminaDetc.even if are 
directly connected with the cableand connected by radio etc. The function of the 
1st management domain and each 2nd management domain produces the client in 
the inside as it mentioned above. Generally a program realizes these functions. 
[0087](1.2.1.4.1. Example of composition of a client) Herethe details of the client 
103 are explained using drawing 9 . 

[0088]When the picture display part 901 is Internet Explorer by Microsoft Corp.for 
example and the download instruction of the information on a specific server 
occurs from an operatorBased on the directionslogical connection is carried out to 
the server 910 via a networkthe information is acquiredand it displays on the 1st 
management domain. 

[0089]The 2nd management domain can constitute and carry out the information- 
pictures acquisition parts 904such as updatingthe information-pictures Records 
Department 905the pertinent information acquisition part 906the image display 
formation part 907the picture specific part 908and the deciding part 909 of 
operationfor example. 

[0090]the process (or a thread.) for which communication COM902 used the 
component object model (Component Object Model) which is a function of OS 
Belowbetweenit is [ it is the same ] a communication realization meansfor 
examplewhen there is user interface operation of drag and drop etc.transmission 
of the information on the process dropped from the dragged process is realized. 
[0091 ]It is connected to a networkand the information-pictures acquisition parts 
904such as updatingreceive information pictures from the server 910and transmit 
them to the information-pictures Records Department 905 of the next step. 
[0092]The information-pictures Records Department 905 is notified from the 
information-pictures acquisition parts 904such as communication COM902 or 
updatingand picture information and pertinent information record the information 
pictures currently packed as one handling unit. It does not record as information 
picturesbut picture information and pertinent information may be made to record 
on the memory of an exception heregiving relationrespectively. The information- 
pictures Records Department 905 reports again that information pictures were 



registered into the specific server to the 2nd management domain via the 
pertinent information acquisition part 906when the register operation of 
information pictures occurs by the drag and drop operation from the 1st 
management domain to the 2nd management domainetc. 

[0093]It is connected to the information-pictures Records Department 905and the 
pertinent information acquisition part 906 acquires only the portion of pertinent 
information from the information pictures recorded on the information-pictures 
Records Department 905. 

[0094]It is connected to the information-pictures Records Department 905and as 
a display from the 2nd management domainaltogetherit chooses and the image 
display formation part 907 displays the information pictures currently recorded on 
the information-pictures Records Department 905. That isan operator enables it 
to perceive the picture concerning information pictures through said one-touch 
frame (one-touch window). 

[0095]When an operator specifies the picture currently shown by the function of 
the OS interface 903 in the 2nd management domainas for the picture specific 
part 908the information pictures corresponding to the picture are specified. 
[0096]It is connected to the picture specific part 908 and the pertinent 
information acquisition part 906and the deciding part 909 of operation performs 
operation based on the pertinent information in the information pictures which 
received specification by an operator. 

[0097]The servers 910 and 91 1 are equivalent to the information-pictures offer 
server 101 and the information-pictures managing server 102 hererespectively. 
[0098](1 .2.1 .4.2. The operation at the time of constituting of operation example) of 
a clientnext a client like drawing 9 is explained. 

[0099]The operator of a client acquires the page information containing 
information pictures from the information-pictures offer server 910and makes it 
display on the picture display part 901. When Internet Explorer is used for the 
picture display part at this timeoperation of displaying the WEB page of a server 
with an HTTP protocol will be performed. 

[0100]And the displayed picture is seenand if those who operate a client decide 
the picture to which it is supposed that he would like to record on the 2nd 
management domainthey will perform operation of moving this picture to the 2nd 
management domain by drag and drop etc. Since the pictures by which drag and 
drop is carried out are information pictures at this timeit will be recorded on the 
information-pictures Records Department 905 through communication COM902. It 
will combine at this time and an operation of the pertinent information acquisition 
part 906 will notify having registered those information pictures into the 
information-pictures managing server 91 1 in the 2nd management domain through 
the deciding part 909 of operation. 

[0101]As for the information pictures recorded at the information-pictures 
Records Department 905 concerning the 2nd management domain on the other 
handthe indication will be given to the operator of a client by operation of the 
image display formation part 907 via the OS interface 903. And when the operator 



of a client operates it based on the pertinent information recorded on those 
displayed information pictureshe will perform operation about this pertinent 
information by operation of the picture specific part 908 and the deciding part 909 
of operation. For exampleif URL of other information-pictures offer serversetc. are 
contained as pertinent informationthe page concerning this URL will be displayed 
and incorporation of other information pictures will come to be urged. On the other 
handwhen there are directions of renewal of the information pictures which should 
be displayed in the 2nd management domain from the information-pictures 
managing server 910Since the information-pictures acquisition parts 904such as 
updatinghave a notice with those information pictures that should be updatedthe 
information pictures currently recorded on the information-pictures Records 
Department 905 by this operation will be added or updated. 
[01023(1.2.2. Operation of the system concerning the 1st embodiment of the 
invention) Nextoperation concerning the system explained in the 1st embodiment 
of the invention of the above is explained according to drawing 2 . 
[0103]Here drawing 2 shows the scenario in the case of operating this embodiment. 
[0104]The client 103 installs the program as which the 2nd management domain is 
operated (Step 201). 

[0105]The program as which an install program or the 2nd management domain is 
operated notifies the information-pictures managing server 102 that installation 
was completed (Step 202). While client ID is determinedthe program as which the 
2nd management domain in a client is operated receives this client IDand makes 
this recorded on a client computer in the information-pictures managing server 
102 here. In this procedurethe information-pictures managing server 102 can 
identify the client 103 now. 

[0106]The program or install program as which the 2nd management domain in a 
client computer is operated demands user registration from a user next (Step 203). 
[0107]Herein the registration information storage part 1 13 in an information- 
pictures managing serverwhen a user does not register as a usersince only client 
ID is containedthe information concerning a user can detect this easily about 
whether user registration was performed. 

[0108]For this reasona registration existence discrimination section sends out the 
information pictures which notify this purport to the information-pictures updating 
section 1 14and urge user registration to it to the 2nd management domain of an 
applicable clientwhen detection and registration are not yet performed in this 
(Step 204). 

[0109]Herewhile these information pictures show that user registration is omitted 
yetthe information made to register as a user is included as pertinent information. 
[01 10]And since the newly sent information pictures appear on the 2nd 
management domaina userThis is grasped easilyand if the entry form for selection 
and user registration is gained and the item of the jump to the page for 
registration contained in these information pictures is inputted into thisUser 
Information can be transmitted to an information-pictures managing server at this 
time (Step 206). 



[01 1 1]An example is shown and explained to drawing 1 1 about the form of this 
user registration. 

[01 12]Herealthough the E-mail address and address of a user's nameURL of the 
homepage which a user hasand a user shall be demanded as user registration 
informationthough either is [ among these ] missingit does not matter even if it 
includes other information. 

[0113]The name input part 1101 is a portion to which the input of the name is 
urged at a userandas for the information inputted hereafter registration will be 
recorded on the name field 1404 among the registration information storage parts 
113. 

[01 14]The homepage URL address input part 1 102 is a portion which demands the 
input of URL of the homepage which oneself owns from a userand can use now for 
analysis of an after-registration user's tasteetc. the information inputted here. 
[01 15]The E-mail address inputting part 1 103 is a portion to which the input of the 
E-mail address which a user has is urgedand the information inputted hereThe 
communication route established between the information-pictures managing 
server 102 which is the requisite by the system in this embodimentand the 2nd 
management domain 105 of a client is a different routeand after registration can 
be used in order to perform the notice to a user. 

[01 16]The address input part 1 104 is a portion to which the input of the address 
used when mail notifies to a user is urgedand the information inputted here can 
use after registration in order to perform the notice to a user by a route which is 
different in E-mail etc. 

[01 17]The registering button 1105 is a portion used as the cause to make the 
information inputted into the above-mentioned input partrespectively send to the 
server of the server which presented this formor others which should be 
registeredThe information for user registration will be sent to an information- 
pictures managing server by that a user clicks here with a mouse etc. 
[01 18]The transmitted user registration information acquires this in the 
information-pictures managing server 102and records it on the registration 
information storage part 113 (Step 207). 

[011 9]In an above-mentioned procedurethe registration existence discrimination 
section 1 15 distinguishes the existence of registration. Or although you may carry 
out periodically about the timing to which an information-pictures updating section 
sends out information pictures to the 2nd management domain of a clientyou may 
carry out for acquiring and cooking the registration information from a user 
especially. 

[0120](1.3. Effect concerning the 1st embodiment of the invention) Since user 
registration will be guided using information pictures if an embodiment of the 
invention is taken as explained abovelt compares with the user registration 
realized by letting a user use Netscape Communications Netscape 
Navigatorlnternet Explorer by Microsoft Corp.etc.and making specific URL 
inputThe keystroke of URLetc. become unnecessary and it can connect with the 
server for registering as a user certainly. 



[0121]Information pictures function as an entrance to the server for registering as 
a user on the management domain (especially here the 2nd management domain) 
arranged on a client computerThe information pictures have the advantage that 
the situation which can be registered from a user is maintainedeven if the server 
for user registration is transferred by extension of business etc. and a change of 
URLetc. are madesince it can update from a server. 

[0122](1.4. Modification concerning the 1st embodiment of the invention) About a 
1st embodimentmodification as shown in drawing 12 and drawing 13 can be carried 
out. This arranges information pictures in the window which about general 
applicationssuch as a word processor program and a spreadsheet programhave. 
[01 23] At (the applying point of a 1.4.1. modificationfor examplea general program). 
Many things by which the icon (it is hereafter considered as an identification icon 
in this 1.4.1. paragraph) which shows the kind of program is contained in the 
position of either of the windows which that program generates are seen. 
[01 24]It is possible to apply the component part which starts the 2nd management 
domain among the above-mentioned embodiments in such a program. In this 
casean identification icon will be used as information pictures and a user will make 
user registration possible through this identification icon. 

[0125](1.4.2. Situation of a display) The situation of the display concerning this 
modification is explained using drawing 13 . 

[0126] Drawing 13 is a display generally seen to the application program which 
operates on the Windows operating system of Microsoft Corp.and shows the place 
which left-clicked the information-pictures portion especially. 

[0127]The application window 1301 is a frame which appears in the display portion 
of a computerwhen operating Windows applicationand it can give directions now to 
a computer by clicking elementssuch as a pictorial symbol currently displayed here. 
It has come to be able to perform transfer of information from a computer to an 
operator by the display. 

[0128]A picture information portion is displayed among information picturesand the 
system icon 1302 is displayed at the left end of a frame bar. Although it is 
common to use the pictorial symbol of the pattern which can sense the feature 
peculiar to this application program visuallyit does not need to be caught by this. 
[0129]The system menu 1303 is a pop up menu displayed when it left-clicks on 
the system icon 1302 with directions devicessuch as a mouseand the contentsThe 
contents of the pertinent information which information pictures besides 
instruction itemssuch as minimizationmaximizationetc. of the application window 
1301 have are also displayed. In the figurethe character string which shows the 
case where the information pictures displayed as a system icon include the guiding 
instruction 1304 to the total site for performing campaign and the guiding 
instruction 1 305 to the site for performing user registrationand shows derivation 
to these is displayed. 

[0130](1.4.3. Composition about this modification) The composition of the client is 
explained about this modification below. Although it is a case where this invention 
is carried out in a word processor especially here and the case where 



Windows9x2000IMTCE (only henceforth Windows OS)etc. are used for the resource 
control of the computer is explainedOther resource managers may be used. In this 
casealthough it becomes what differed in that relation of course according to the 
difference in the structure of a resource managerif it is made to have each 
functionabout becoming what is in charge of operation of this inventionit is 
needless to say. 

[01 31](1 .4.3.1 . Framework) In explaining this modificationan application program 
shall be created using Visual C++ Version 6.0 by Microsoft Corp. but other 
languages may be used. Generallyin creating an application program using 
VisualC++Since it is common to use MFC (Microsoft Foundation Class)as a 
frameworkit explains also here as what uses MFC Library. 
[01 32]Usuallyin creating the application using MFCa programmer performs 
AppWizard and a called program first. As a resultthe program source possessing 
the functional division which performs fundamental processing of the display from 
operation and the computer of key operation and a mouseetc. to a user's 
computer is done. This serves as a framework of the application program which 
will begin development from now on. And when key operation and mouse operation 
occur by performing easy programming for this frameworkit generateslt comes to 
function as making it opt for action which answers the message which transmits 
the inside of a frameworkand as a result a specific class and a specific function 
being called. 

[0133]Thusa "framework" receives processing that the information inputted from 
the environment of the computer is specificand means the framework structure 
which functions as the ability of the result of processing to be outputted to the 
resources on a computer which specified. Considering the case where especially 
MFC is usedwith the framework of MFCprocessing that the information from the 
environment of a computer is specific through the mechanism of transfer of a 
message will be receivedand the result of processing will be called the framework 
which functions as the ability to output to the resources on a computer which 
specified. 

[01 34](1 .4.3.2. Functional constitution of a modification) The application program 

1200 which the operator of a client computer installsDisplay / input framework 

1201 the application executing part 1202the update information image acquiring 
part 1204the information-pictures Records Department 1205the pertinent 
information acquisition part 1206and the deciding part 1209 of operation are 
included. 

[01 35]Display / input framework 1201 is a portion which performs the exchange of 
information with an operator via the OS interface 1203 among the above- 
mentioned frameworksWhen it clicks on the icon drawn on the indicator which is 
not illustrated with a mouse or it is inputted from a keyboardWhile carrying out 
signal transduction to application executing part 1202 and the deciding part 1209 
of operation which makes a trigger the message which OS generates and mentions 
it laterlt acts so that the information which the application executing part 1202the 
information-pictures Records Department 1205and the pertinent information 



acquisition part 1206 generated may be drawn on an indicator. 

[0136]The application executing part 1202 is a portion which performs processing 

performed by this computerand it is connected to display / input framework 

1201 and it realizes service provided to an operator through the application window 

1301. 

[0137]It is connected to a networkand the update information image acquiring part 
1204 receives information pictures from the information-pictures managing server 
1210and transmits them to the information-pictures Records Department 1205 of 
the next step. 

[0138]The information pictures in which the information-pictures Records 
Department 1205 was notified from the update information image acquiring part 
1204 and to which picture information and pertinent information are summarized 
as one handling unit are recorded. It does not record as information picturesbut 
picture information and pertinent information may be made to record on the 
memory of an exception heregiving relationrespectively. 

[0139]It is connected to the information-pictures Records Department 1205and 
the pertinent information acquisition part 1206 acquires only the portion of 
pertinent information from the information pictures recorded on the information- 
pictures Records Department 1205. 

[0140]It is connected to display / input framework 1201 and the pertinent 
information acquisition part 1206and the deciding part 1209 of operation performs 
operation based on the pertinent information in the information pictures registered 
as an identification icon by an operator. 

[0141]The information-pictures managing server 1210 is equivalent to the 
information-pictures managing server 102 here. 

[0142]It is what operates after the initial register operation part 121 1 is 
independently and this application program 1200 is installedlt connects with the 
information-pictures managing server 1210 or user registration dedicated server 
defined beforehand via a networkand early register operation is carried out. While 
starting browser softwaresuch as Internet Explorer by Netscape Communications 
Netscape Navigator Microsoft Corp.specificallylt may be made to establish the 
page and session of promotion of registration in the information-pictures managing 
server 1210 or a user registration dedicated serverand it does not matter even if it 
performs register operationwithout connecting with these servers in the form of a 
client server modeland passing an operator's hand. 

[0143]In the case of the formermust carry out operation on which either of the 
client computers is made to record ID peculiar to the client computerbut. About 
thiswhen installing this application program 1200 beforehandWhen the component 
which only records on the registry of Windows OS is installed collectively and a 
browser establishes the page and session of promotion of registrationwith ID 
determination. If this component is started and it is made to carry out that 
recordpeculiar ID can be recorded without through a help. 

[01 44] Although the initial register operation part 1211 explains in this modification 
as what is contained in this application programwhat is called an installer that 



installs a program in a client computer may have this function. In this caseit is not 
necessary to include the initial register operation part 121 1 in this application 
program. 

[0145](1.4.4. The operation at the time of constituting of operation example) of a 
clientnext a client like drawing 12 is explained. 

[0146](a) installation **** — begin explanation first from the place where the 
client operator installed the application program 1200 in the client computer. 
[0147]When this installation is performedeither or the both sides of an 
information-pictures managing server and a user registration server. Peculiar ID is 
registered for every client computer of that (that makes an information-pictures 
managing server represent and is explained hereafter)and it records that the 
application program 1200 was installed in this client computer. Specificallythe 
initial register operation part 1211 establishes a session to the information- 
pictures managing server 1210. And after a session is establishedID with an 
information-pictures managing server peculiar to the client computer which has 
made this connection is createdthis is sent to a client computerand it is made to 
record on the memory portion which does not illustrate thisfor examplethe registry 
which Windows OS manages. 

[01 48]It is good for the information-pictures Records Department at the time of 
installation to make the information pictures for the first stages record beforehand. 
In this caseit is made to display these information pictures for the first stages as 
the system icon 1302 through display / input framework 1201. It may replace with 
information pictures and may be made to display by making the usual picture 
information for an initial display into the system icon 1302. 
[0149]. In additionan information-pictures managing server does not create 
peculiar IDbutalso in **a client computer creates peculiar ID. Or though it is made 
for the application program or the installer to have had respectively peculiar IDdo 
not matterbut. In this caseafter a session is establishedID peculiar to an 
information-pictures managing server is sentand the information-pictures 
managing server may record this peculiar ID. I hear that the important section 
here just shares only ID showing that relation between the both sides of a specific 
client computer and an information-pictures managing serverthere isand the 
means for it is not asked. 

[01 50]Although it means that existence of the client computer which had 
installation in the information-pictures managing server 1210and peculiar ID 
information were recorded at the time of this installationeven if registeredit does 
not have to be carried out about the matter which starts user registration of 
otherssuch as an addressin addition to this. Howeverabout the information which 
can distinguish the existence of registrationit needs to be recorded on the 
information-pictures managing server 1210client computeror server for user 
registration. 

[01 51 ](b) Although the operator using the processing book application program in 
an information-pictures managing server will use this program for a whileln the 
information-pictures managing serverit is grasped whether which client has already 



installed this application program in the installation stage. For this reasonthe 
distribution person of this application program can hold that key to cause a certain action 
to the client in which the application program is installedif a registration information 
storage part is accessed. 

[01 52]Thenwhen the distribution person of this application program IS [ registration of 
User Information ] needed urgently for upgrade campaign etc.for exampleThe 
information pictures to which user registration is urged to this client can be senta 
system icon can be changedand easy promotion of registration can be aimed at. 
[0153]Specificallyit is as follows. 

[0154]The distribution person of an application program creates information 
pictures as show creation drawing 7 or drawing 8 t he pertinent information having 
contained URL of the server which receives user registration. 
[0155]Nexta distribution person registers the information pictures which this 
creation completed to the information-pictures updating section 1 14. And 
operation of the information-pictures managing server 102 is made started. 
[0156]The information-pictures managing server 102 extracts the information on 
the registration information storage part 1 13and extracts the client which 
registration is not made by operation of the registration existence discrimination 
section 1 15. And the registered image updating section 1 14 will operate renewal of 
information pictures to the client about the client which registration is not made. 
Specificallyinformation pictures will be sent to an applicable client. 
[01 57]Although the sent information pictures are recorded in a clientthe update 
information image acquiring part 1204 specifically receives. And this information 
will be transmitted to the information-pictures Records Department 1205. When 
information pictures are already containedthis will be transposed to the 
information-pictures Records Department 1205. When information pictures are not 
yet containedthe information will be recorded as it is. 

[0158]On the other handpertinent information is extracted by the pertinent 
information acquisition part 1206 from the recorded information pictures. 
[0159]The picture information will be extractedor the information recorded on the 
information-pictures Records Department 1205 will remain as it isand will replace 
the information on a system icon in display / input framework 1201. And this 
replaced system icon is displayed on the portion which catches the operator's of a 
client eye (1302)and the operator can perform user registration easilyif it is 
operated based on this icon. 

[0160]When the pertinent information included in information pictures includes not 
only user registration but campaign information participating information etc. at 
this timeBy the click of the system icon 1302since the operator can present not 
only user registration 1305 menu but the campaign participating menu 1304he can 
perform a wide range of exploitation campaigns etc. 

[0161]An operator Nextwhen [for example] user registration 1305 menu is 
selectedWhen that selection fact is interpreted by display / input framework 1201 
and it is identified that it is selection to pertinent informationthis information will 
be notified to the deciding part 1209 of operationand will perform concrete 



operation. 

[01 62]Nextfor examplewhen MFC is used concretelythis composition becomes 
what or it explains briefly using drawing 14 . It is a mere example which is shown 
here and adds that the modification of an embodiment of the invention is not what 
is restricted to this. 

[0163] Drawing 14 is a part of application programand is an example program of 
operation of this invention standard when an application program is made using 
MFC and AppWizard. 

[0164]For examplein AppWizard in Visual C++ Ver 6.0it can roughly divide and 
three programming styles can be chosen. MDI as which one enables it to display 
two or more documents into a parent window (multi-document interface)One are 
SDI (single document interface) which enables it to display one document into a 
parent windowand the form which displayed the dialog box. Herealthough the case 
where an application program is created by MDI among these is describedthe 
almost same structure can be taken also in creation of SDI and a dialog box. 
[0165]When MFC is usedthe operation is realized by the set of functions started 
by the message. When based on MDIa system icon is especially dealt with in a 
mainframe class. For this reason drawing 14 explains the handling in this mainframe 
class. 

[0166]The message map 1401 is a portion the Windows (registered trademark) 
message in the inside of a mainframe class declares it to be whether it is dealt 
with. And since the Windows message generated when it clicks on a system icon is 
a WM_SYSCOMMAND messageit describes the declaration 1402 for dealing with 
this. 

[01 67]It combines and the handling function 1403 corresponding to this declaration 
is added. Although here described as that by which the numerical value of a before 
[ WM.USER +0x100 - WM.USER +0x1 10 ] is treated as a system command 
message of WindowsWhen this message is checkedfunction 

Processlnfolmage()1404 showing the deciding part 1209 of operation is called. The 
deciding part 1209 of operation can be stirred up now by this. 
[0168]In Popup Window 1303 displayed on the other hand when it left-clicks on a 
system icon in an application programAlthough the item which carries out in 
pertinent information and is included must be addedbefore this is displayed in a 
mainframeit is realized by processing registration only once. What is necessary is 
just to specifically carry out in OnPaint()1405. HereGetInfoImageString()1406 is a 
function which acquires the character string which should be displayed among the 
pertinent information which the pertinent information acquisition part 1206 
extracted. And while argument tempID of [ first ] this function is recorded as ID of 
a Windows messagethe 2nd argument strAboutMenu returns the character string 
which should be displayed. Although this function will acquire the pertinent 
information which information pictures have in the called order in order one by 
oneit means that the return value of this function does not have the following 
pertinent information which should be acquired.
